G.S.R. 228.— In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (b) and (c) of sub-section (2) of Section 141 of the 
Border Security Force Act, 1968 (47 of 1968), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, regulating the 
method of Recruitment to the Combatised post of Subedar (Storeman) in the Border Security Force, Air Wing, namely: 

1. (Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the Border Security Force, Air Wing Subedar 
(Storeman) Recruitment Rules, 2007. 

(2) ’They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.— The number of the said post, its classification and scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. i Method of Recruitmeht, age limit, qualifications etc.— The Method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns (5) to (14) of the aforesaid Schedule. 

4. : Disqualification.— No person,— 

(a) who, has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) iwho, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shill be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person fronR the operation of this rule. 

5. Medical Fitness.— Notwithstanding any thing contained in these rules, only those persons who are in 
medical category SHAPE-I, shall be eligible for appointment under the provisions of these rules. 

Explanation. —For the purpose of this rule, “SHAPE-I” means Medical Category defined as under:—- 

(i) (Medical classification done by Medical Officer after assessing fitness of the officer under given factors 
| indicated by the code letters SHAPE, which represent the following function :— 

S' - Psychological 

H - Hearing 

A - Appendages 

P - Physical Capacity 

E - Eye-Sight 

(ii) Functional capacity of an officer under each factor will be denoted by numeral 1 to 5 against each code letter, 
indicating declining functional efficiency and the numerals will be written next to the code letter, except that 
where an officer is in Grade-I in all factors, his category may be denoted by writing SHAPE-I instead of writing 
iSjHjAjPjEj. General evaluation of these numerals is as under:— 

(a) Fit for all duties any where. 
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(b) Fit for all duties but may have limitations as to type of duties and areas of employability depending on 
whether the duties involve severe stress or demand acuity of hearing/vision of both ears or eyes. 

(c) Excepting “$” factor, fit for routine or sedentary duties but may have limitations of employability at high 
altitude (above 2,700 meters) extreme cold areas or hilly terrain and for long assignments. 

(d) Temporarily unfit for duties on account of hospitalization or sick leaVe. 

(e) Permanently unfit for duties, 

6. Superannuation.—(1) A person appointed under the provisions of these rules shall retire from service on 
the afternoon of the last day of the month in which he attains the age of fifty seven years: 

Provided that the person whose date of birth is the first of a month shall retire on the afternoon of-the last day of 
the preceding modth of attaining the age of fifty seven years. 

(2) No person shall be granted extension in service beyond the age of retirement of fifty seven years. 

7. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necfcssary or expedient so to do, 

it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. . 

8. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations,, relaxation of age limit arid other concessions 

required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Other Backward Classes, Ex-Servicemen and other' 
special categories of persons in accordance with the orders, issued by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard. • 1 .

(2) t"hey shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 In tlje Central Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 1972, for rule 51, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“51. Manjrimum amount of study leave:—{ 1 ) The maximum amount of study leave, which may be granted to a Government 
servant, otfrer than Central Health Service Officers, shall be— 

(a) ojdinarily twelve months at any one time, and 

(b) During his entire service, twenty-four months in all (inclusive of similar kind of leave for study or training granted 
under any|other rules). 

(2) In respect of Central Health Service Officers, study leave ma^be granted for thirty-six months for acquiring post 
graduate (Qualification, subject to the condition that a Central Health Service Officer who has been granted such study leave 
shall execute a bond under sub-rule (4) of rule 53 to serve the Government for a period of five years after completion of the 
study course”.

G.S.R. 23#.—Whereas the draft OfSattu Grading arid Marking Rfctes, 2007,'itt exercise of ft^powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act. 1937 (1 of 1937) was ppWi^hethidenotification Number 
G.S.R.49 dated 17th March, 2007, in the Gazette of India, Part H, Section 3, subjection (1), irndfirig'objections and suggestions 
from all persons likely to be affected thereby within fourty five days from the date on which copies of the said notification 
published in the Gazette of India were made available to the piibfic. * 

And whereas copies of the said notification were made available to the puttie on 17th Ap*il^Q07. Arid whereas the 
objections and suggestions received from the public in respect of the said draft rules have'been, duly considered. 

Now, therefore, it \ exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of ^Agricultural ProdupeCGradrag and Marking) 
Act, 1937, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely:^ 

RULES 

1. Short title and commencement:— 

(1) These rules may be called the Sattu Grading and Marking Rules, 2007. 

(2) They shall apply to Sattu manufactured from single Cereal or Millet or in combination. 

(3) They shall come into force on toe date of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.- In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

( a ) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means die Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of India; 

(b) “Authorised packer” means a person or body of persons, who Has been grantedthe certificate of authorization 
to grade and mark sattu in accordance with the grade standards and procedure as specified in these rules, 

(c) “Certificate of Authorisation” means a certificate issued under the provisions of General Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1988 authorising a person or a body of peKOns to grade and mar* sattu with the grade 
designation mark; 

(d) “General Grading and Marking Rules” means the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988 made under 
Section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937); 

(e) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these rules. 

3. Grade designation.—The grade designation to indicate the quality ofthe sattu shall be as set out in column 1 of 
Schedule II. 

4. Definition of quality - The quality indicated by the respective grade designations shall be as mentioned in 
Schedule II. 

5. Grade designation mark.—The grade designation mark shall consist of“AGMARK INSIGNIA” consisting of 

the design incorporating the certificate of authorization number, the word “AGM ARK”, name ofthe commodity and grade 
designation resembling the one as set out in Schedule !. % -' " . 

6. Method of marking and labeling.—(I) The grade designation mark shall be securely affixed to or clearly and 
indelibly printed on each container in such manner as approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
authorized by him in this behalf. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, the following particulars shall be clearly and indelibly marked on 
each container,— 

(a) Name and address of the packer; 

(b) Place of packing or Manufacturing; 

(c) Date of packing; * 

(d) Best before; 

(e) Batch number; 

(f) Grade; - . ,. . ...... 

(g) Net weight; *■■ ■ •. ‘ 

(h) Maximum retail price (inclusive of all taxes);' 

(i) Ingredients used in descending order weight/weight; 

0 Such other particulars as may be specified by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser;

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(k) Any other requirement of Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules; 1955 and 
(j) Storage condition, if any. 

(3) -The ink used for marking on packages shall be of the quality which shall not contaminate the product. 

(4) The authorized packer shall, after obtaining prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
authorized bv him in this behalf, mark his private trade mark or trade brand on the graded packages provided that the same 
does not indicate quality other than that indicated by the grade designation mark affixed to the container in accordance with 
these rules. J 

7. Method of packing,— (1) Sattu shall be packed only in sound, clean and dry containers made of jute or cloth 
bags with suitable inner lining of food grade material, laminated polyethylene or poly propylene or high density polyethylene 
bags, pouches, water proof bags or any other food grade material duly approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or 
any officer authorized by him in this behalf. 

(2) the container shall be free from any insect infestation or fungus contamination and also free from any undesirable 
or obnoxious smell. The container and packaging material shall be made of substances which are safe and suitable for their 
intended use. 

(3) jthe container shall be securely closed and sealed in such manner as approved by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser or a^i officer authorized by him in this behalf. 

* The date of packing shall be the date of completion of the analysis of the sample. 

(4) each package shall contain Sattu of one grade designation only. Suitable number or small packets of Sattu 
containing graded material of the same batch and grade designation may be packed in a master container such as jute bags, 
wooden casejs, cardboard cartons and the like with details on master containers. 

(5) Sattu shall be packed in the pack sizes as per instructions of Agricultural Marketing Adviser issued from time 
to time. I 

8. Sbecial conditions for grant of certificate of authorization.—In addition to the conditions specified in sub-rule 
(8) of rule 3 off the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, every authorized packer shall follow the following instructions 
prescribed b^ Agricultural Marketing Adviser from time to time 

0} The authorized packer shall either set up his own laboratory manned by a qualified chemist approved by the 
' Agricult ural marketing Adviser or an officer authorized by him in this behalf in accordance with rule 9 of the 
j General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988 for testing the quality of Sattu or have access to the State Gradins 
Laboratory or Private Commercial Laboratory approved for the purpose; 

(2) The premises for processing, grading, handling and packing shall be maintained in perfect hygienic and 
sanitary conditions. The premises shall have adequate storage facilities with pucca floor, good ventilation 

I for light and air and free from rodent and insect infestation; and 

(3) The authorized packer and the approved chemist shall observe all instructions regarding testing, grading, 
j packing, marking, sealing and maintenance of records which may be issued by the Agricultural Marketing 

Adviser or any other officer authorized by him in this behalf.

Grade designation and quality of Sattu 

1. Sattu shall be derived from clean, washed, dried and sound grains of maize (Zea mays Linn), gram (dicer 
cirietinum), barley ( Hordeum vulgare or Hordeum distichon ) wheat ( Triticum aestivum Linn or Triticum vulgare or 
Triticam durdm DesJ.) after grinding of roasted and puffed form either single or in combination in certain ratio. 

2. Minimum requirements:— 

(i) Sattu shall be derived from clean, washed dried and removal of germ (embryo), bran and tip cap (in case of 
maize) grains of gram, maize, barley and wheat after milling to the desired fineness. 
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It shall be — 

(a) of uniform color and size; 

(b) having characteristic taste, smell and flavour associated with the product; 

(c) free from insect infestations, live inject, dead insects, insect fragments, mould or mites, and larvae; 

(d) free from rodent hair and excreta; 

(e) free from fermented and musty odour, rancidity or any objectionable odour; 

(f) free from dirt, extraneous matter (including added colours) or any other adulterants; 

t ' - ’ • 

(g) free from any fungal or bacteria contamination; and 

(h) free from preservatives, flavoring agents and other food additives. 

(ii) All ingredients used in Sattu shall conform to the mandatory requirements under the provisions of 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955. 

(iii) Sattu shall be free from toxic or noxious seeds namely crotolaria, com cockle, castbr beans, jimson seeds, 
argemon maxicana, khesari dal and other seeds that are commonly recognized as harmful to health. 

(iv) Sattu shall not have uric acid and aflatoxin more than 100 milligrams and 30 micrograms per kilograms 
respectively. 

(v) On microscopic examination of starch particles, Sattu shall exhibit characteristic starch structure. 

(vi) Sattu shall also comply with the residual level of poisonous metals (rule 57), crop contaminants (rule 57-A), 
naturally occurring toxic substances (rule 57-B), insecticides and pesticides residues (rule 65) and other 
food safety requirements as laid down under the provisions of Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955.

(if) Sattu shall be of white or white to light yellowish colour. 

(iii) The following.particulars shall be marked on the label; 

• single; if Sattu is derived from single cereal or millet; 

• mixed; if Sattu is derived from combination of cereals or millets; 

• spices and salt, if used; 

• sieve size. 

5. Provisions concerning sizing: 

Fine: not less than 98 %( by weight) of Sattu shall pass through 500 micron IS-sicvc. 

Coarse: not less than 98 %( by weight) of Sattu shall pass through 1000 micron IS-sicvc.
